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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Previous rejections to Fitzgerald (US 6,746,998) are withdrawn based on the 
applicant's timely filing of the 1 . 1 31 Declaration. The examiner agrees that a 1 5 day 
period is a sufficiently short period as to account for standard processing time. 
Therefore the examiner agrees that such short time periods support the applicant's 
claim of diligence. As such the applicant has shown priority to the Fitzgerald documents 
and those corresponding rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

3. Concerning the Flynn reference, the examiner agrees that Flynn does not 
provide the sufficient motivation for modifying their binary composition to include a third 
component as defined in the instant claims. Furthermore as Flynn clearly teaches 
binary composition motivation would not exist to modify such composition to include the 
third component as required in the instant claims. 

4. As such, claims 1 9-33 are found to be allowable.
